One year ago the miners em- 
ployed by the "Big Four" com- 
panies in Arkansas, Indian Ter- 
ritory, Kansas and Missouri were 
getting fnood and satisfactory 
wa^es, plenty of work and all do- 
ing better than for many years, 
when the walking delegates of 
the D. If. W. of America, ap- 
peared on the scene. As usual 
these thrifty delegates, who get 
well paid salaries and expenses 
for their efforts in starving wo- 
men and children (see Boston's 
letter), made great promises of 
support if these well-to-do min- 
ers would only join the order and 
thus enable the order to manage 
the business of the "Big Four." 
The smooth talk of the delegate, 
the rich promises and the usual 
harangue about the "rights of 
the miner" won the miners over 
and they became members of the 
organisation and struck. But 
the Big Four didn't care to 
change managers, preferred to 
ke«p charge of their own busL 
ness and at once proceeded to 
(ill up the mines with new men 
Many of the old miners went b 
work, but many others preferred 
to take eighty-live cents a week 
and stand out for their "rights" 
—the rights, according to Bos- 
ton's letter, of starving th 
wives and children. 

In the same column of the 
United Mine Workers Journal 
from which Boston's letter if 
taken is a letter from J. D. 
rt '|Wood, the President of the 
n '"|U. M. W. in Western Kentuck; 
tit advising the miners of Hopkins 
that they should join his 
ization and strike and get 
sible eighty-five cents per week 
or $8.82 per month with tli 
striking brothers in Arkansa 
Missouri, Kansas, and India 
Territory. 

Following are the letters i 
part, giving the parts pertiner 
to the situation : 

"Huntington, Ark., Feb. 17.- 
Bditoc Journal: I thought 
might tie of interest to our rea< 
ere to tell them of some of th 
experiences I met with in m 
travels in Arkansas. I arrived 
in the State of Arkansas on the 
10th and on the 11th myself and 
Brother Struple boarded the 
train for Jenny Lind, Ark. 
* * On our arrival at Jenny 
Lind I found quite a different 
status of affairs from what I 
found there eleven months ago. 
Then I found the miners living 
in houses fairly comfortable. 
Now what a change! I asked 
Brother Struble where the union 
miners lived. He Mid in DHlon? 
town, over there in the woods. 
I was .uixious to see Uniontown, 
we wended our way toward 
that noted city. tt • * • * 
After supper we went to the 
meeting over the store. 1 do nut 



know whether we were taken 
for coons or not, but we were 
treated to a smoking, which 
came from below, and which in- 
convenienced us for some time, 
but we finally got the atmos- 
phere cleared and proceeded to ex- 
pound the principles of unionism. 
After the speaking was over the 
local committee went into session 
and it was heart-rending to hear 
the reports of suffering that was 
going on in Uniontown. Stories 
of shoeless and clothesless women 
and children. It was a moonlight 
night, and having to leave early 
in the morning, we decided to 
take a stroll through Uniontown, 
and as we passed along through 
the leafless trees, first over a 
ditch, then along a little valley, 
then over the hill, we saw man- 
sions of all descriptions. Some 
of clap-boards, some of slabs, 
some of domestic and some of 
ducking. As I looked around 
and saw the white tents gleaming 
in all directions, it reminded me 
of the silent graveyard. It being 
idnight, al! was dark and quiet 
ith the exception of a hacking 
cough from some restless child. 

It was not a question of room 
in Uniontown, but something to 
cover the head. We saw a light 
not far away and proceeded to- 
ward it, and we found ourselves 
up against the white house, for 
here was where the president 
lived! The white house, I would 
judge, was about ten by twelve 
feet, three feet at the sides and 
seven feet in the center, made 
out of domestic. They had 
mother earth for a floor and a 
little coal stove. A bed and » 
couple of store boxes answered 
for chairs, a large store box for a 
table, safe, cupboard and ward- 
robe. I noticed several rents in. 
the building and asked if it 
leaked, and they told me they- 
never had any trouble in that 
direction only when it rained. 
Not only were these people living 
intents, but living 01180 cents 
per week — doing this rather than 
go to work for the Big Four, 
fighting for their right to belong 
to a union of their craft. * * * *

In the last verse of 
our lesson (34) we read that He cast out 
many devils or demons and suffered them 
not to speak because they kuew Him. It 
was His word that did it. He cast out 
the spirits with His word (Math, viii, 
16). He rebuked the demon, not the 
man. He hates Bin, but loves the sinner. 
We are apt to dislike the sinner without 
taking so much notice of the sin. Ask 
the Lord to cast it out, and we must not 
receive all who talk good, for there are 
those who show love with their mouth 
while their hearts are full of coveto'us- 
ness (Ezek. xixiii, 31). The more we are 
filled with His word the less room there 
will be for any demons in us, for next to 
God Himself there is nothing they hate 
as they do His word. His word in us 
sanctifies us and keeps as from sin and 
from evil ways (John xvil, 17; Ps. cxix, 
U; xvil, 4).

But two questions 
need to he nnswered: 1. Whom do the 
different luoorers represent? Whoever 
they may represent, they cannot repre- 
sent the same persons at the different 
periods In their lives. Therefore there 
can be found here no encouragement 
to any one to put off serving God till 
late in life with the hope of being as 
fully rewnrded as If he had served 
God throughout his entire life. The 
laborers represent at least different 
persons called at different times in the 
church's history and who responded to 
the first call. For Instance, they may 
represent the Jews, who wore called 
first, and the gentiles or different 
riods In the life of the church since 
Christ's time. 2. Why were all paid 
alike, since some worked longer than 
others? The best explanation seems to 
be that the difference resulted from the 
different spirit In which the labor wns 
performed. The first laborers made a 
bargain. They were to get a penny for 
the day's labor. They worked for 
wages and hence conld not justly com- 
ulatn. The others made no bargain.

The man who labors for wages will re- 
ceive his wages, and the one who, for- 
getful of rewards and wages, out of a 
heart full of gratitude and love, ren- 
ders unto God a life of loving, grateful 
service will be rewnrded In the same 
spirit. Can we doubt us to which wiU 
receive the greater reward?
